Expe r ts hope “windowing" will 
prove adequate until these com- 
puters ore replaced — or until pro- 
grammers can devote enough time 
and money to make permanent 
repairs. 

In some cases, corporate execu- 
tives and government bunxmoats 
approved usng the method know- 
ing chat prablcms won't resurface 
until after they retire or change 
job& 

“It’s a Bond-<\id, the way build- 
ing a house out of wood arid fib^- 
board is.” said Jim Duggan, a 
researcher with the Gartner Croup 
consuldiig company of Stamford. 
Cotm. “You hope youTI be some- 


where else before it falls down” 
“It gets them off the hook,” 
agreed Michael P. Harden, pi'csi- 
dent of Century Technology 
Services Inc. consultants of 
Fairfax, Va. “1 don't think some 
people expect to be in tltosc some 
jobs. Fix it now, ^t cvcob^ off 
your back and m flve or 10 years 
if ihenc’s a problem, you wont be 
around to have to deal with it.” 
Marvin Thornton led repair 
efforts inside one of (he nation's 
largest banks, $40 billion 
SoutJitrust Corp. in Birmingham, 
Ala. He fought liaid against using 
windowing to fix hh bank's com- 
puters but complained liuit some 
contractors insisted on the tech- 
nique. 

“It’s re.illy aggravating" said 
Thornton. “They’ve taken (he 
quick and dirty path and not really 
fixed the problem." 

The federal government, which 
expecK to spend $6.4 billion and 
has ordered its most important 
computers fixed by the end of 
March, doesn’t discourage agen- 
cies from using windowing. But it 
warns of consequences.

Discovery could 
-i-lcad to drug with 
fewer side effects 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tears, 
saliva and the urine of pregnant 
women all contain’^protelns that 
are potent killers of HIV, the 
virus that causes AIDS, 
re.sejirdiers say. 

The scientists-isolntcd a pro- 
tein, called lysozyme, and found 
that it was able to kill the AIDS 
virus quickly in test-tube experi- 
ments. A report on tlie study 
appears Tuesday in the 
Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 

'rhe Iy.sozyme could become an 
important therapeutic drug 
against HIV hccau.se it is a natur- 
al compound that the body rou- 
tinely makes, said Sylvia Lce- 
Huang, professor of bioclicmistry 
at New York University, who 
identified it with colleagues. 

“It ougtii to be more tolerated 
and have fetver side effects than 
other HIV drugs,” said Lee- 
Huang. “It pos.sibIy could be used 
in combination with other 
drugs.” 

The team also found that the 
urine of pregnant women con- 
tains another type of protein, 
called ribonuclcascs. that 
destroys the genetic material in 
the HIV virus. 

It's not known how lysozyme 
kills HIV, but Lcc-Huang specu- 
lated that it could work by break- 


ing duwn the outer membrane of 
the vims. 

Nava Sarver, an AfUS 
-researcher at the National 
Institute _ of Allergy and . 
Infectious Diseases, said the 
study was interesting but needs 
to be cunfirmed by other lalwra- 
toric.s. 

“A lot of work needs to be 
done tu .simulate the (laboratory) 
findings in a more relevant situa- 
tion," said Sarver. Her agency, 
NIAID, is part of the National 
Institutes of Hcaltli. 

The search for the anti-HIV 
protein was prompted, said Lcc- 
Huang, when researchers real- 
ized tlie babies of women infect- 
ed with HTV were somewhat pro- 
tected from the virus. 

Rcseardicrs earlier suspected . 
that human chorionic 
gonadotropin, or HCG, a hor- 
mone produced during pregnan- 
cy, was responsible for protecting 
against HTV and other viruses. 

Lcc-Huang said she and her 
group purified HCG and found it 
had no effect on HIV. The 
rescardicrs tlicn spent two years 
isolating other proteins in urine 
and testing them against HIV. 
Eventually Uiey found lysozyme i 
and ribonuclcascs. ' 

The rcscardtcr speculated that 
pregnancy prompts a woman’s 
body to make more virus-killing 
proteins to protect the develop- 
' ing baby from viruses and bacte- 
ria. That suggests “Mother 
Nature knows b^t how to protect 
the earliest stages of life,” Lcc- 
Huang said. 


The proteins also were found 
in mother’s milk, white blood 
cells and chicken egg white, and 
lysoqrme was found in saliva and 
tears. 

The. presence of lysozyme in- 
saliva may a faaor in why HIV is 
not tninsmittcd by gnmal kissing, 
said Lc^Huang. 

The team is now trying to 
determine exactly how lysozyme 
attacks HIV. Thai is a critical 
step in developing a new HIV 
drug based on the protein, she 
said.

FDA approves device to remove 
blood clots before angioplasty 


WASHINGTON (A?) — People 
who need to have blood dots 
removed from blocked arteries 
before angioplasty, have a new 
' *"nltcf7>aiive. 

Aiigiojct, a medical device that 
removes these clots, was 
approved Monday by die fcdcml 
Food and Drug Administration. 

The device, which was 
approved in 1996 for luc in peo- 
ple undergoing dialysis, is expect- 
ed to be especially helpful to 
heart patients who cannot use 
the so-^ed clot-busting drugs. 

Angioplasty is a widely used 
method for treoting heart artcr- 
■ ics that have been narrowed. Up '

' In un ongioplnsty, a tiny bal- 
loon is threaded into tJic blocked 
artery, inflated to widen the 
blood voswcl, then deflated and 
removed. Usually the widening 
remains and blood flow is 
increased. Sometimes a device 
called R stent is placed in the 
artery to help it stay widened. 

But sometimes blood dots form 
in the narrowed areas and these 
can lead to heart attack or death. 
Currently tlicsc dots arc treated 
with clot-removing drugs.

So far. no good. Three^eors after 
i’reMclent Clinton signed the Telecom 
Act into law, cable rates hove risen 21 
percent, four times faster llian the in- 
crease in the Consumer Price Index, ami 
local phone rates arc up 10 percent. 

Instead of increased competition, the 
act led to merger mania - the seven 
Ba by Bells have become four giant re- 
gional phone companies (the Sister 
Bells?), and where there were four ma- 
jor foRg-distance companies, now there 
nrc three. Since the act went into ef- 
fect, there liavc been more than o 
dozen telecommunications mergers 
worth more than S295 billion, and in- 
dustry experts say more will come. The 
huv that was supposed to increase com- 
petition has just made the monopolies 
larger. 

New government rules have saved 
long-distance carriers as much aS $1 bil- 
lion in local connection costs, but not 
one penny hiis l>ecn passed on to con- 
sumers, according to consumer groups. 

Much as I li.-itc the dread words "Told 
you sd,” there were at the time a few of 
US pointii^ out that when you let on In- 
dustry write the law dercguloting itself, 
which is what Ciwigress let happen in 
this case, the result is not likely to be a 
festival for consumers. 

Lost month. Consumers Union and 
the Cotmimer Federation of America is- 
.sued a report calling the bill a disaster 
area.

In Californio, PocBcU has just started 
charging an extra 50 cents per line per 
month so rote payers can keep their 
numbers IF they ever switch to another 
locol phone company.- The fees may be 
in place for as long as five years. PacBcll 
has 96 percent of the customers in Cali- 
fornia because it has no compeddon in 
most of the state. 

You'll be happy to Icam that the local 
phone companies blame the long-dis- 
tance componies 'for the Jack of competi- 
tion and choice, while the long-distance 
companies blame die local companies. 
And they both blame die Federal Com- 
munications Commission, which, accord- 
ing to them, is stilkrcgulaiing too much, 
even though dicy wrote the law deregu- 
lating themselves. 

You sec, the ogcncy has not given any 
of the Baby Bells permission to offer 
long-distance service in local markets. 
Mean old FCC Hie reason the FCC 
hasn’t done Uiat is because none of the 
Baby Bells has yet opened up its monop- 
olies over local phone 'service, so thoy 
don’t meet the Telecom Act’s require- 
ments. The Supreme Court recently 
backed the FCC on this issue. 

Never underestimate the power of 
politicians to step in and moke things 
even worse. Guess who came to the

NEW YORK — Corporate 
mergers and big gains in airline 
stocks propelled the Dow Jones 
industrial average to a new 
record high close Monday, but 
the index stopped short of the 
eagerly ontidpatetd 10,000 mark. 

The Dow rose 82.42 to 9,958.77, 
leaving it less than 42 points 
from 10,000. Ttic index of blue- 
chip stocks, which has flirted 
with its next milestone over the 
post few sessions, came within 30 
points Monday before giving up 
ground. 

The market appears to be tip- 
toeing toward Dow 10,000,** said 
Alan Ackerman, senior vice presi- 
dent at Fahnestock & Co. in New 
York. 

Market watchers were so 
attuned to 10,000 that the new 
record barely turned heads. 

“There was no special spark,** 
said Rao Chalasani, chief invest- 
ment strategist at Everen 


Securities in Chicago. **But what- 
ever was helping push the moricet 
lost week is there again.** 

Those factors, analysts say, 
indude low inflation and early 
hints of strong first-quarter corpo- 
rate earnings. Additianal momen- 
tum Monday came* from 
announcements of several :big 
mergers.

BankBoston by Flimt Financial 
Group added some punch lo the 
financial services sector.

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Washington fanners wait 
for news from processor 


MOSES LAKE, Wash. (AF) — 
With a planting deadline fast 
approadiing, sugar beet fanners 
in the Columbia Basin are in 
limbo; afraid to put in crops until 
they have some idea whether a 
new processing plant here will 
stay in basiness. 

“Rii^it now, people are syaiting 
to see if tiiere’s going to be a fac- 
tory Irefore planting,” Basin City 
farmer Tim Taylor said. 

The problems began in 
January, when beet farmers 
didn’t get a grower payment for 
the 1998 crop. At the time. Pacific 
Northwest Sugar Co. Iiad sianed 
shipping beets for processing to 
Tracy, Calif., because of eguip- 
munc problems in Moses Lake. 

Tlie SlOO-million plant is sup- 
posed to be able to process 6,000 
tons of sugar beut-s In a 24-hour 
period. Columbia Ba.sin fanners 
horn Burbank to Wilbur to 
Coulee City harvested an average 
33 to 34 tons per acre on about 
25,000 acres last year. 

Pacific Northwest Sugar is a 
panncrsiiip between Holly Sugar 
Corp. of Sugarland, Texas, and 
farmers who own the Columbia 
River Sugar Co. 

The farmer co-op grows and 
processes the beets, and Holly 
markets the sugar. Tlic plant was 
viewed as a salvation for beet 
farmers, ending a two-decude 
drougli^ of sugar beet processing .
